The Latest Keports as to His Condition and 


New Yorx, April 29.—The ulcerated por- 
tione of Genera) Grant's throat, from which 
the broken down tissue has been sloughed 
awey, have materially improved. The can- 
cerous.trouble atthe base of his tongue is 
neither lessened nor is itat present aggress- 
ive. Itis quiescent. Meantime the general’s 
sysiem improves. The weather of the last 
two dsys and that of to-day, though 
unpleasant to persons out doors, 
hes been as a tonic to 
end epirite of General Grant. That 
depressing element of warmer days is 
wenting, and the patient seems brighter and 
more vigorous. He has now so far improved 
physica rh that his mind is becoming engag- 
ed with theblocking out of work upon his 
book. This occupies his faculties, and the 
result is good. Geners! Grant became quiet a 
little after ten o’clock last night, and at 
eleven o'clock he ors From that 
time on until eight o’clock this morning 
he slept well with occasional wakings, When 
the general aroused this morning he felt bet- 
ter and stronger than on Sunday, which was 
et thet time the best day since the improve- 
ment began. When Dr. Douglas left the house 
at 8:15 o'clock to-day, he remarked that 
though there was some thickness of speech, 
the genera] had better and easier command of 
the organs of speech than has been the case 
sinee the attendance of the doctors became 
constart. He said the general was better than 
xt any time in a month. 


THE NEW’ TRADE HALL. 


The Chicago Pork and Wheat Dealers 
Have a Jubilee 

Curcaco, April 29.—The splendid structure 
erected for the use of the Chicago board of 
trade, atan expenditure of $2,000,000, was 
formally dedicated this forenoon. The exer- 
cises were very simple in character, and par- 
took of the form of a number of addresses, 
interspersed with orchestral music.

Clinton Locke, of this city, inaugurated the 
proceedings by prayer, and was followed by 
John R. Bensley, chairman of the building 
committee, who tormally turned over the keys 
of the building to E. Nelson Blake, president 
of the board, who responded in a short speech. 
The chief address was then delivered by Emory 
A. Storrs, who was was followed in short 
speeches by the representatives of the visiting 
bodies. 


AFFAIRS IN PANAMA, 


Prupose!s fora Peaceabie Settlement of the 
Questions Involved, 

Wasnineton, April 29.—Admiral Jonett tel 
egraphes thenavy department from Aspin- 
wall that he will go to Panama to-day, and 
that he hopes to peaceably settle the difficul- 
ty in that city. 

The department of state is to-day informed 
by the United States consul at Celon, under 
the date of April 10, that the mails from the 
United. States and elsewhere for Bogota, 
Certhegens, Bononquilla and the interior of 
Cyrunbte (for tre hut two mont heor tiore), 
were destroyed by fire at Co’on on the lts of 
March. They were stored in the national 
portcfiice awaiting an opportunity to forward 
them. 

Mesers. Correas and Clemant, peace com- 
mirtioners to Buenaventure, are detained at 
Cali. The expedition, which has arrived in 
Panama, consists of 850 menunder M. Mo- 
doya, a8 civil, and Colonel Reyesas military 
chief. The expedition has been sent to restore 
order in the state of Panama. It will 
then go to the relief of General Santo 
Demingo Vila at Carthagena. 

Note signed by Modoya‘and Colonel Reyes, 
chiefs of the expedition, was sent to the dean 
cf the consular corps, in which it was set forth 
that the object of the expedition was to main- 
tain order and give the necessary guarantee 
for the safety of life and property and free 
transiton the isthmus. Ata meeting of the 
consuls yesterday with General Aizpurur, the 
latter said that while he did not entirely 
accept the titles conferred upon Modoya 
and Reyes, he wes willing to disband his 
forces, deliver up their arms and retire to pri- 
vate life upon certain conditions. First, he 
would resign to anyone who could constitu- 
tionally claim the power; second, pardon for 
political offenses as such, but prosecution and 

muunishment of all oflenders against common 
ca in Panama, Colon and elsewhere 
on the isthmus. These briefly constitute the 
terms upon which Aizpuru desires to surren- 
der. The commissioners have carried these 
terms io the national commander, who refuses 
to listen to any terms. 

A final meeting of the consular corps in 
copjunction with Admiral Jouett, Commander 
McCalla and the contending powers took place 
this afternoon, when the best possible solution 
of the present political difficulties was arrang- 
ed. Aizpuru surrenders unconditionally, and 
together with his followers will retire from the 
city. According to the treaty agreed upon, 
which is to be signed to-morrow, the city,with 
ali] revolutionary armament, will be delivered 
over to the government troops under command 


Colone!] Mondoya will then assume the civil 
and military governorship of Panama until 
negotiat ons of the state government. All po- 
litical offenders will receive full pardon, ex- 
cepting those implicated in the recent burning 
of Colon. These latter will be apprehended 
and tried as criminals. The government 
trooys are expected to disembark to-morrow 
morning (Thursday) at 4 o’clock. It is be- 
lieved there wiil be no trouble, 


 Scnedattsaie eet 
An Iron Sensation in Pittsburg, 

PittseurG, April 29.—Figures that will create a 
sensation in the iron business were presented to- 
day in a long statement made by the officers of 
the Amalgamated association, in answer to the 
demand of the mauulacturers fora reduction of 
wages. The principal argument in support of the 
demand bas been that on account of the low 
wages in the east, iron could be produced there 
for 10 or #12aton less than here. The figures 
presented by the Amalgamated association show 
there is really a difference of $8.79 in favor of the 
western menufacturers. The result upsets all the 
previous theories, and willbe the basis tor the 
Amalgamated association fight. 

Reducing the Mint Employes. 

Puitape.pyia, April 29.—In consequence 
of orders received from the director of the 
United States mints, Colonel Snowden, super- 
intendent of the mint in this city, will, on 
Friday, make a reduction in the force of per- 
haps thirty or forty employes, many of waom 
will be females.

A RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 


THE UNEXPECTED OCCUPATION 
OF MERUCHAK, 


Ancther Bold Dash of the Russians for a round 
of Vantage—The Effect of Mr, Gladstone's 
Speech—The Whole Russian Fieest Oalied 
Into Service—Other War News, 


Lonpon, April 29.—In the house of com- 
‘mons to-day Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, un- 
der foreign secretary, read a telegram from 
General Sir Peter Lumsden, dated at Tirpul, 
April 23d. This telegram mentions that the 
governor of erat had received a report that 
the Russian troops bad advanced upon Meru- 
chak. Lord Edmund also said that General 
Lumsden himee lf in a telegram of the date of 
April 25, incidentally speaks of the recent oc- 
cupation of Meruchak by the Russians. 

The speech ef Mr. Gladstone, in the honse 
of commons on Monday, upon the vote of 
credit of $55,000,000, was reeeived with pro- 
found interest throughout Europe, and was 
published in all the newspapers. It has dis- 
pelled any idea that may have been entertained 
heretofore that England will make concessions 


that the speech makos war certain. The news- 
papers are filled with discussions of the prob- 
ubie alliances the respective belligerents may 
form in the event of the war it is now thought 
is so neer at hand, not being confined to Asia, 
but they think extended into Europe. 

THE AMEER’S OPINION, 

Durirg the meeting at Rawal Pindi, the 
ameer told Lord Dufferin that though he re- 
garded the occupation of Penjdeh of little con- 
sequence, yet he attached the greatest impor- 

anee to the retention of Meruchak, which is 

half wey between Penjdeh and Bala Murgheaf. 
Once the Russians gain that point, they will 
be able to threaten Bokara and cut off com- 
munication with Cabul. The latest Russian 
advice is expected to bring the question to a 
crisis. The current opinion is that Russia is 
really preparing for war much more rapidly 
than she appearsto be. The Russian papers 
are being warned to secrecy. It is reported 
that the knan of Bokara earnestly warned the 
gineer not to neglect Cabul. This letter to the 
ameer concludes: 

‘““] know toreertain that the Russians intend 
not to march beyond Herat, but will cut off your 
line of retreat to Cabul, and England's lineof re- 
treat to Candanhar,”’ 

St. Petersburg advices state that despite the 
fact that most of the rumors prevalent are 
warlike, the authorities evidently wish the 
idea encouraged that peace is still probable. 
Two hundred end sevonty vessels have ap- 
plied to the British consulate for charters for 
the Black sea ports, being anxious to employ 
the last pause before war breaks out, for 
freighting Russian corn to England, 

It is stated that the government has re- 
ceived an important memorandum from Lord 
Dufferin, viceroy of the government and upon 
the action of Russia since the beginning of the 
existing controversy of a definitive boundary 
of Russia and Afghanistan. 

THE MEANING OF THE SEIZURE OF MERUCHAK. 

The Standard, in an editorial referring to 
the occupation of Meruchak by the Russians, 
BAYS: 

there can be no question of Afghan provocation 
in this instance. The occupation of Meruchak 
stands out broadly and undisguisedly as 
& clear invasion of the territory 
of Aigbanisten, without even the 
pi *tenee of She tn ilitary necessity. Assumtneg that 
the news of the occupation of Meruchak is cor 
rect, there is little room for doubt that it can be 
covsicered anything else than a deliberate act of 
ageression, and this act of aggression has the ap- 
pearance of being specislly chosen in order that 
there may be no possibility of further mistake. It 
is a deliberate breach of solem covenant a flagrant 
violation of Russia’s promises and assurances. 

A dispatch from Tirpul states that General 
Kemaroff, having written an open letter tothe 
Afghans, in which he expressed surprise at 
their conduct in forcing him to wage battle 
sgeinst them, the Afghans have become in- 
dignant at whatthey term the Russian com- 
mander’s impudence, and are becoming more 
cordial toward'the British. It is stated that the 
populace of Herat, however, appear to be just 
as well inclined towards Russia as to England, 
and the question as to which power they would 
lend their aid in the event of war is declared 
to be at present in absolute doubt. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg dated yes- 
terday, states that itis believed there that 
the full text of the British proposal concern- 
ing the suggested mixed tribunal to examine 
into and report upon the discrepancies be- 
tween the reports of General Komarcff and 
Genera] Sir Peter Lumsden, concerning the 
battle of Penjdeb, did not reach St. Peters- 
burg until yesterday, and that therefore no 
Russian reply had been yet sent to London. 

IT MEANS WAR. 

The Novoe Vremya, acting, it is believed, 
under imperial inspiration, has attracted at- 
tention by publishing an article with the 
startling headline, “On the Eve of War.” 
This article declares that Russia, on the event 
of war, will settle matters with England in 
India and not in Afghanistan alone. The 
Russian advance south of Penjdeh, and the 
occupation of Meruchak are regarded in par- 
liamentary circles as dispelling the last hopes 
of peace, and as the precursor of a Russian. 
attack upon Herat. 

Fifty heavy guns have been sent from JCietf 
to Finland. The czar has signed orders for 
the equipment of the whole Russian fleet. The 
Russian minister of marine has completed an 
inspection of all the ports on Cronstadt. 

An Odessa dispatch says the Russian re- 
serves are mobilizing. All business transac- 
tions now being entered into in Odessa are 
undertaken subject to heavy war risks. The 
Russian government has ordered the South- 
western railway to prepare several hundred 
railway carriages and have them ready at as 
eerily a moment as possible for the purpose of 
conveying the troops. It is reported that the 
ae, $e published within the Russian 
empire have been forbidden to print anything 
in reference to current events in central Asia. 
Five steamships have been purchased in the 
United States by Russia, and are to be used as 
cruisers. 

The steel man-of-war Howe was launched 
yesterday at Pembroke, Wales. 
This new addition to the British 
pavy carries ten guns and will have a crew of 
445 men, The Howe is the twin sister of the 
steel armor plated barbette shipof 700 tons 
burden and 7,500 horse power. 

The Times,in a review of the recent past ac- 
tions of Russia,says that the spirit thus revealed 
leaves little hope that England's last overtures 
will receive a satisfactory reply. The retusal 
to treat upon that basis will involve a diplo- 
matic rupture, which is but little removed 
from sctual wer. 

Sir Charles Dilke,president of the local gov- 
ernment board, presided ata meeting of the 
Middlesex liberal association to-day. He 
urged the liberals to prepare for the coming 
elections and to fight for every seat. Regard 
ing foreign questions he said no liberal need 
be efraid of the justice of England’s cause after 
the clear case Gledstone presented Monday. 
He believed the ]i>erals were as united on for- 
eign as on home affairs, and retained full con- 
fidence in the government. 

In ministerial circles the Russian advance 
to Meruchak is not considered as altering the 
diplomatic position. No action will be taken 
until DeGiers responds to Earl Granville’s 
demand for an arbitration inquiry. It is 
expected that Gier's reply will not reach the 
Rusesian embassy here before Monday, 
end that it will be 8 refusal 
to accede to Granville’s demand, accompanied 
by counter propesals Semi-official commu-

‘‘Atter the council yesterday, at which Giers’ 
propotals to adopt conciliatory measures to- 
ward, England were rejected, De Giers ten- 
dered his resignation as foreign minister, but 
the czar refused to accept it at the present 
crisis. On the arrival of the news of a Rus- 
sian defeat in Afghanistan, the czar senta 
counter dispatch to England in the nature of 
anultimatum, and signed an order for the 
mobilization of the army. The Imperial bank 
has been ordered to provide the. government 
with 20,000,000 roubles.” 

Hugh Childers, chancellor of the exchequer 
in presenting the budget to-day, reported an 
inerease of three pence in the income tax and 
en increese of duty on tea and beer. 

RUSSIA WILL OCCUPY HERAT. 

The czar has sent an ultimatum to Great 
Britain, demanding that the latter shall ac- 
cept Russia’s proposed boundary line between 
Turkestan and Afghanistan, If Great Brit- 
ain refuses to accept the boundary, Russia 
will proceed to occupy Herat. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from St. Pe- 
tersburg confirms the statements of the Inde- 
pendence Belge that in a recent engagement 
with the Afghans the Russians were defeated 
with heavy loss. 

. An Odessa dispatch states that the whole of 
the military division stationed there has been 
ordered to the Caspian sea.

GRANT AND LEE. 


THE TRUTH OF THE MBETING AT 
APPOMATTOX. 


Brigadier-General Morgan Sustains the Recollec- 
tien of Colomel Marshall, of Lee's Staff, as 
to the Meeting and Oonversation Be- 
tween the Opposing Chiefteins, 


Battimors, Md., April 29.—Brigadier- 
General M. R. Morgan, after reading the re- 
collections of Colonel Charles Marshall, chiet 
of General Lee’s staff, of the surrender at Ap- 
pomattox, writes: 

I was present as an Officerfof General Grant's 
staf! at the meeting at which the terms of surren-« 
der were agreed upon, and find Colonel Marshall's 
account the most accurate I haye yet seen pub- 
lished. General Grant was dressed as to uniform 
as be had been for months past. He 


was accompanied by the members of his staf 
all of whom were introduced to General by 
General Seth Williams, and who had been Lee‘s 
adjutant, when the latter was superintendent of 
the mililary academy at West Point. The members 
of General Grant's staff remained in the room af- 
ter baving been introduced. In the course of the 
proceedings General Lee asked General Grant to 
bave his army fed, and the latter turned to me, 
his chief commissionary, ‘and iostructed me to 
feed General Lee’s army. in the manner related in 
the accompanying copy of a letter written by me 
Ae 25th, 1879, to General Badaa:"’ 

leadguarters department of Dakota, ofiice chief 
com issary Of subsistance, 8t. Paul, Minn., April 
2oth, 1878: Dear Badau—Your tavor of April 7th, 
was received yesterday. Ilremember the matter 
you aliuded to in your letter very well. 

After the terms for the surrender of Lee’s army 
had been arranged, “april 9, 1865,’’ General Lee 
asked General Grant to have rations issued to his 
army, General Grant, turning to me, said: ‘Col. 
ouel, feed General Lee’s army." I asked: “How 
meny nen have they’ General Grant repeated 
my question, addressing General Lee. General 
Lee wentinto anexplavation to show why he 
could not tell the numberof his men. He said: 
“I have not a complete organization in my army. 
Many companies are commanded by non commis- 
sioned otficers. The books are lost.’’ When he 
got thus far I said, suggestively: ‘Say 25,000 men.” 
General Lee said: ‘*Yes, 25.000."". I went from the 
room at once, and meeting Colonel M. P. Small 
chief commissary Of General Ord’s army. asked 
himifhe could spare three day’s rations. “I 
think it was three days, ‘‘of bee!, salt and bread 
forthe army of northern Virginia, numbering 
25,000 men.’ Hesaid, “I guessl can.” I was no 
at all certain he could do it, because we had been 
baving some lively marching, and I doubted if 
the provision trains and the herd were up with 
the troops, but Small was equal to the emergency, 
and lioeld him to issne rations. You remember 
we started back to City Point the afiernoon of 
next day, Aprill0th,and I did not take much 
more interest in the numberof men constituting 
the army of northern Virginia. have 
since learned thatthe number of men of that 
army was at that time, officers aud 
men was 26,115, divided as follows, viz: cavairy 
corps—officers 218, men 1,501; artillery corps— 
officers 237, men 3,797; Longstreet’s corps—ofiicers 
1,627, men 18,833; Gordon's corps —officers 677, men 
5,883; totals— officers 2,651, men*25,464. You may 
be certain that this is correct.

The dodge of a state warrant 
for felovy was tried before the court met, but it 
emounted to nothing, as the prisoner was already 
in the bands of the New York detective. The 
prisoner’s counsc] moved another continuance to 
fully investigate the full record sent down from 
Governor MeDaniel's office, but Judge Roney over- 
rnled the motion, giving counsel time to examine 
the recoids in the courtroom. They thea 
amended their piea and writ, adding the grounds 
following: 

1. Thatif the crime of grand ijarceny was Com- 
mitted, it was committed in Georgia, and not in 
New York. 

9. That Mr. Roberts expects to show that his at- 
tempted extradition is only acloak for the extor- 
tion of an unjust debt-claimed by the Bethichem 
iron works of Pennsy!vania. 

8 That since the filing of the writ of habeas 


‘corpus the prisoner bas been arrested by a state 


warrant for felony. 

Judge Twiggs then claimed that the New York 
courts bad ‘no jurisdiction, and made this his 
basis of argument forthowing that the requisi- 
‘ion and executive warrant wereirregular. He 
claimed that the amended pleas Would bring up 
questions of fact, and asked for trial of these ques- 
tions of fact by a jury. 

Jucge Roney said it was a pain‘ul duty, but the 
law made it his duty, to try and decide the facts 
arising in habeas corpus cases, and he was ready 
to perform his duty. 

Solicitor General Wright claimed that Detective 
Reilly’s answer to the writ, with the requisition 
and Governor McDaniecel’s warraut, completed the 
record, A lengthy argument following, Messrs, 
Black and Twiggs ollering the entire record as re:

TT 
THE FAST TENNESSEE PRACTI- 
CALLY WRECKED ALREADY, 


The We> Dischargec, the Gho.s Deserted and the 
Erd of the Trouble Not Yet—One Hundred 
‘\Prainmen to be Side-Tracked To- Day 
~The Trouble Tnat’s Been Caused. 


The East Tennessee road is practically 
wrecked. The unfortunate state of affairs that 
Atlanta so much feared and tried so hard to 
avoid has come about. The road is to-day 
shattered in its business, while its employes 
are demoralized and scattered. 

Yesterday a large number of men were sus- 
pended from the shops and where ten days ago 
three hundred skilled mechanics were 
employed, only about twenty-five are 
now engaged. Yesterday a 
CoNsTITUTION man visited the shops. The 
yards, a few days ago a hive ofindustry, were 
deserted, and only one or two men were to be 
seen. Three or four men were idly chatting 
in the shade of the machine shop. The round 


house was 
NEARLY DESERTED, 


The blacksmith shop, boiler shop and car 
shop were almost without men, while in the 
beautiful machine shop with its fine equip- 
ment, the lathes, planers and other machinery 
stood idle. Here and there a 
man was at work, but =the place 
was bot the busy scene it had been. In the 
car shop forty-five men left their work and 
twelve remained. Itis said that other dis- 
charges will follow to-day, and it is toid 
pretty straight that about a hundred train 
men will be suspended before night. 

“Why is this?” asked a CoNsTITUTION man 
of an East Tennessee official. 

Said he in reply: 

“This is why itis: The road is going to 
ruin. Wecannot keep these men on uncer- 
tainty. People are

The business of the road 

badly affected and the 
ihing is in such a muddle that we have tocut 
down. To-day Mr. Andrew Clark borrowed 
money on his own account and advanced it 
on the accounts of the suspended men. Money 
will besent here in a day or two—earnings of 
the other division—to help pay off. Of course, 
with the road in that shape and getting worse 
the Georgia division has to be nearly shut 
down We must suspend the men because to 
keep them would be worse than to suspend 
them.”’ 

WHAT THE MEN SAY. 


Some of the men sre very much distressed. 
They have been told that if the cloud blows 
away they will be reinstated, but 
they don’t know what to do. 
Some have already left the city. These 
men all get good wages, varying from $2.75 
per day to $140.00 per month. They are such 
men as acity needs. A great many of them 
have homes, and families, send their children 
to school and live comfortably. They report 
that this is a very bad season at which to be 
thrown out of work, as the summer suspen- 
sions will soon be made, and it will be difficult 
to get in again. The men feel very bitter over 
the matter and itis probable that they will 
meet and take some organized action. 

WHAT IT AMOUNTS TO, 

The suspension of the men is a very serious 
thing tothe city. Every month the road pays 
out in weges here, $25,000. A retail mer- 
chant eaid yesterday toa ConsTiTUTION man: 

“The trouble has already affected business. 
My case is this: Among the discharged men 
were a number who had accounts with me. 
Probably the aggregate amount owed me was 
$200. A week ago! would not have discount- 
ed it at one per cent. Much of it | can never 
get now and nearly all of itis in tne dim fa- 
ture. A great many merchants ere thus left 
in the suds, and I should think several thous- 
and dollars is lost to them by this trouble.”’

The above special was shown to several rail- 
road men last night, among them two Central 
railroad oflicials. They said they knew noth- 
ing of it. 

Mr. Virgil Powers was among the railroad 
men talked to. He said: 


“There was a charter granted some vears ‘ 


ego for the read spoken of, and a right of way 
was secured, but the scheme fell through. The 
line is about the only road that Georgia needs. 
It would be about sixty miles long, and would 
open up a very fine section of Georgia—a part 
of the section that I consider the garden spot 
of the world.” 

A reference tothe map will show that the 
roed if built from Social Circle to Macon 
would connect with the road to Gainesville 
and make a short cut from Gainesville to 
Macon and possibly divert from Atlanta a good 
deal of through freight.

THE AMERICUS MATTER, 


ihe Question of the Central ‘Tranefer 

Charge Before the Railroad Commission, 

The commission was in session again yester- 
day to consider the complaint of Hitt & Co., 
of Americus, vs. Central railroad and Banking 
company, on account of transfer charge ou 
about 5,000 bales ot cotton shipped from 
Americus to Savannah for export. The 
claim amounts to about $800. There was & 
full beard present. 

The Central railroad was represented by 
Hon. A. R. Lawton, attorney, and Major W. 
F. Shellman, traffic manager. Messrs. Hitt 
& Co. were represented by Hon. DuPont 
Guerry, attorney, ard Bascom Myrick, of the 
firm of Hitt & Co. 

The position assumed by the road was that 
the commission had not jurisdiction in the 
case, as the shipment was a through ship- 
ment, being marked on the bill of lading “‘tor 


export.” The claiments argued that the com- 
mission did have jurisdiction, and claimed 
that the charge was an unjust discrimination 
in that the road made no charge for like ser- 
vice on cotton shipped from stations on the 
Atlenta division. 

The road claimed, in justification of this 
act, that competition with the East Tennessee 
* stations opposite their own caused them to 
ao B80. 

The case was very ably and forcibly argued 
by attorneys on both sides. The commission- 
ers are considering the matter, but have not 
rendered a decision. 


THE MELON SHIPMENTS. 


A Meeting of the Railronad Men Interested 
in the Melon Traffic. 
Yesterday at the Kimball

to discuss the watermelon _ traiflic. 

present were as follows: R. G. 

ing tuperintendent, and G. W. Haines assist- 
ant superintendent, of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railroad; T. D. Kline, of the Cen- 
tral; R. A. Anderson, of the Western and At- 
lantic; Mr. Harrahan and Mr. Theodore 
Welsh, ot the Louisville and Nashville, and 
Major T. T. Green, of the Queen and Crescent. 

Mr. Fieming stated thatthe meeting was 
called in quite an informal manner, and only 
to give an expression of views as to the best 
means of moving the watermelon crop of the 
present year and to satisfy shippers. 

Mr. Haines then said that last year there 
was shipped offthe lineof the Savannah, 
Florida and Western about thirteen hundred 
cars ot melons, and from reliable sources he 
estimated that the average this year would be 
about ten per cent increase,and he felt assured 
that the number of cars would be over fifteen 
hundred. Last year the movement com- 
menced on the fifteenth of June. Owing to 
the backward season the movement thie year 
will commence between the 20th and 25th. 

Mr. Harrahan made a suggestion looking to- 
ward the number’of cars required. 

Mr. Fleming then said that experience had 
proved that shippers were satisfied with box 
cars with slatted doors for short distances. 

Mr. Greene said he was authorized to state 
to the meeting that his line had now 900 ven- 
tilated fruit cars for this service. As re- 
garded the schedule he said he could give no 
definite answer, but his line was prepared to 
give as fast as last year if nota faster sched- 
ule, reducing the time from Chattanooga to 
Cincinnati about four hours. 

Mr. Haines said he would suggest to the 
roads north of here the advisability of load- 
ing all their south bound business in venti- 
lated fruit ears so that he might have them on 
hand to furnish transportation to the shippers. 

The meeting then adjourned.

A GEORGIAN CITY. . 

The Charleston News and Courier, alluding 
to the proposed visit of President Cleveland 
to Atlanta, says: 

The president's visit to this part of the union 
will be something more than a mere pleasure trip, 
and will be productive of good results to the 
south, to himself, and, in theend,to the whole 
country. He has never been in the south, andit 
has been a long time, on the other hand, since the 
south has been honored bythe yvisitof a chief 
magistrate ol the United States, for other than 
Btrictly sporting purposes. In going to Atlanta by 
the route through West Virginia, Tennessee and 
Georgia, and returning along the coast, the presi- 
pir > ae thousands of representative citi- 
Eefis oF Fever great states, and so obtainan ade- 
quate idea of the character of the people and of 
the extent of the resources of this important part 
of the union. 

It is not to be expected that President Clevcland 
will make ita business of riding over the country 
to attend public gatherings, or will accept every 
inVitation that may be extended to him, but the 
commercial conyention at Atlanta will be of un- 
usual interest and Importance, and on every ac:

Savannah, Augusta and Charleston fora few hours, 
at least, on his way back to Washington. 

Atlanta isan eyidence of what the south, plus 
the west, can accomplish in the heart of the cotton 
region, but, at last, Atlanta is not distinctively a 
southern city, and the president will know little 
of the south if he fails to visit Augusta, Savannah

THE SITUATION AT PANAMA. 

To-day’s news may clear up the situation 
at Panama, as the Colombian troops and 
Aizpuru ere both ready to contend for the 
eity. Admira) Jouett’s marines are near at 
band, but they do not occupy the city. The 
city is in the hands of Aizpuru, the in- 
surgent leader of the state of Panama. It is 
not known just why Admiral Jouett turned 
the city oyer to the insurgents, but it is gen- 
erally thought he did it under strong assur- 
ances from him that American property 
Whether Aizpuru’s 
promises are good, remains to bs seen. Ifa 
conflict cecurs in the city between his men 
and the national troops, the chances are that 
promises of all kinds will be forgotten or dis- 
regarded, and if American interests suffer, 
the administration and Admiral Jouett will 
be censured very freely in the republican 
papers. But censure in such case may be 
wholly unjust. The truth is, the case is one 
of great delicacy. The United States of 
America tas landed a force in the United 
States of Colombia, afriendly republic. Our 
men are there to carry out treaty obligations 
relating to transit between the oceans and to 
protect American property. It isa very dif- 


ficult matter to do these ‘things without in- 


terference with the domestic troubles of 
Colombia. The contest between the insur- 


gents and the national government is a mat- 


ter that does not concern us as a people; and 
Admiral Jonett’s evacuation of Panama was 
doubtless prompted. by a desire to avoid re- 
sponsibility of this nature. If he kept 
Aizpuru out of the city, how could he turn 
the city over to the national troops without 
takirg part in the local contest? Andif he 
continued to hold the city until the Colom- 
bian troops arrived, how could he retuse to 
recognize their authority? No matter what 
the consequences may be Admiral Jouett has 
acted wisely. He has doubtless secured 
pledges from Aizpuru in reference to the 
safety of the city, and this is all he couldse- 
cure withouf taking a hand in the insurrec- 
He 
has done what he could to protect transit and 
American property without placing his force 
between the two armies that confront each 
other in Panama. 


PREPARATIONS AGAINST CHOLERA. 

Cholera is raging in Calcutta, has started 
afresh in Egypt, and is prevalent in Spain. 
The season seems to be favorable to the dis- 
ease. It springs up easily and spreads rapid- 
ly. 

The trouble in Spain has been a matter of 
dispute, owing to its mild character; bat five 
eminent doctors of that country recently 
visited Jativa and the neighboring districts, 
and they unite in saying the prevailing dis- 
ease is Asiatic cholera modified by cool 
weather. The disease has been traced to some 
filthy rags brought from Alicante. The 
Spanish government is resorting to all ap- 
proved methods in the hope of stamping out 
the disease before the weather becomes hot; 
and even if it succeeds, there is great fear that 
smoldering germs will,in the heat of the 
summer, lead to a sweeping epidemic. 

The entire situation is one to create appre- 
hension in London and other English cities, 
end throughout this country as well; for a 
versel can as readily bring the germsof the 
diseare from Spain to one of our own ports as 
to en English pert. While the government 
is watching vessels on both sides of the At- 
lantic, yet itis not wise to wholly depend 
upon port inspection and quarantines. So 
far as we can, we should remove all-that the 
diseese plainly seeks and feeds upon when it 
once gets a foothold. We should chan up. 
And in makinpgacilean and wholesome and 
epidemic-proof city, the city authorities can 
do but little, while the householders can do 
very much. Itiseasy to remove filth from 
street and alley, but to induce every house- 
holderto keep his yards, houseand out- 
buildings in excellent sanitary condition, is 
a difiicult task. The vaults, weils and plumb 
ing of the homes of the people, are: the great 
sources of disease, and the streets, alleys and 
public sewers only minor evils, The indi- 
vidual citizen should, therefore, begin his 
fFanitary Campaign at home before he de- 
mands action on the part of the city oflicials 
ihe importance of keeping one’s premises in 
a cleanly condition this summer cannot be 
overrated, and especially {would this be the 
case if cholera overruns the south as it did 
in 1873. Atlanta escaped a visitation of the 
plague in that year, but the Atianta of to-day 
is double in size and concentration of popu- 
lation, and it would not be wise to wholly 
Cepend upon our record. Our record anda 
condition of general cleanliness would prob- 
ably suffice. The former would operate to 
keep the nerves of our people in a quiet con- 
dition, and the Jatter would repel the grim 
wanderer with threats | of starvation,

No liquor is allowed in the armory 
of the Gate City Guard, and the most perfect 
discipline prevails. The same may be said of 
the Horse Guard. Why, then, should these 
companies not receive the support of all of 
our people? Itis true thatthe business of this 
community diflers in character from that of 
cities where the military spirit prevails. Our 
people work all the year, and there is no ces- 
sation or relaxation in thespring and summer. 

It is at these seasons that most of the drilling 

is done, and encampments are had elsewhere. 

This continuity of business, which has made 

Atlanta what it is, is a serious but 

not an insurmountable obstacle. There is 

still time enough for the -young 
men to give to membership inthe military 
companies, iftheir employers would evince 
the slightest desire that they should join, or 
even not frown upon their uniting themselves 
therewith. These companies may be needed 
atany moment, and always when [east ex- 
ae We fee] assured that they will always 
deo. ody to respond. The labor of sustaining 
“them is atall times great, but surely those 
who have undertaken this important work 
should receive the sympathy and support of 

. the people.”
